HANNS ° FISCHER, who:: resides at.5871.N. Glenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, | recently came to the Anti Defamation. League, Chicago, 
and talked with NISSEN GROSS and WILLIAM PINSLEY. FISCHER — 
claimed to have received a book written in German which had 
been translated into English and to have been paid $100.00 

for reading the book. FISCHER, after an examination of the 
book, claims to have decided that the book was viciously anti- 
Semitic. He therefore placed the book in a safety deposit box 
and decided to discuss the matter with the Anti Defamation 
League. FISCHER declined to furnish information as to the 
identity of the person from whom he obtained the book but did 
state that it was contemplated. that the book would be published 
in English and given wide circulation. The book was originally 
written in Germany. since World War’ ii and allegedly relied on 
current sources, 


FISCHER suggested. that the Anti Defamation League might be 
desirous of purchasing this book. He did not state a price 

but PINSLEY is of the opinion that since he claimed to have 
been paid $100.00 for merely reading it,he was interested in 
several hundred dollars. _PINSLEY and GROSS through their dis- 
cussion with FISCHER obtained the idea that he might be willing 


to turn over the book for about $500.00 but this. was not based, — 


on any specific discussion of. amounts « 


The ‘ADL through PINSLEY and GROSS offered to examine the book 
in question if FISCHER would turn it over to them for examina- 
tion, but FISCHER stated that he would not permit the book to

Apropos of our telephone conversation yesterday, I have refrained from telling you 
and Harvey everything that has come into our. possession on Thompson and his’ latest 
‘group simply because most of the miterial defies belief. While we have no doubt 
that our man, who is close to the situation, is reporting accurately what he learns, 
we nevertheless are in a difficult position in attempting to evaluate properly the 
authenticity of the material that comes into his possession. If this sounds like 
double. talk, let me be specifice 


For example, we have learned that General Remer had in his possession at the time 

of his arrest detailed plans for the excape of specified war criminals and the 
details of arrangemerits for the reception of “‘these-war criminals in neutral countries, 
Thompson allegedly was’ on the inside of this pictures This he told to our informant 
who in turn reported it to use Now we have no way of knowing whether or not this 

‘is a figment of Thompson's imagination or whether or not it is a ‘carefully suppressed 
fact. , 


-In' similar fashion, many other startling bits of information have come our waye 
Rather than pass on to you all of ‘this information, which, might only tend to’confuse 
and embarrass us, we are patiently. sifting this informition together with what we 
get from other sources in order that we may some day arrive at a true pictures 

_ Just as soon as we have what we believe to be atithentic information on any phase 
of this investigation, obviously we will keep all of you informed. In addition, 
when we get leads. in your territory, we will shoot them on to you for checking 

. out; again, for the purpose of enabling us to properly evaluate what we gete 


This I can tell you positively concerning the nature and the latest devel opments 
in the American Committee for the Advancement of Western Culture. At this stage 
of the proceedings, Thompson is working on the composition of his executive board. 
In addition, he is working on a program -- one for public consumption and one for 
private consumption. So far he has lined up the following star-studded arrays 


Benjamin K. Freedman, who has agreed to serve as "advisor on Jewish affairse" 


Je ‘We Mitchell of the National Students Union, Nashville, Tennessee. 
Mitchell is described as a Ku Kluxer, about 25; and has ‘promised to 

delivér the KKK organizations. (Although Alex Miller: is not getting 
a ore St this memorandum, we will direct a separate inquiry to his

Raymond Burke will head the organization in Chicago.

(Will you have Sid Sdyles. check on this, efter giving him enough 
background information?) _ 


Ae Le Tittman, who is serving on the advisory committee. 


The following is what we know about their organizational structure: 


"There is a national chairman and several national vice-chairmene Under 
the direction of the national chairman is an administrative and advisory 
staff. The administrative staff consists of the executive secretary, 
general counsél, clerical staff, treasurer and the heads of divisions. 
The advisory staff, according to Keith, "consists of groups of experts 
in varied fields of endéavor who are qualified to advise and make recom 
mendations to ‘the Committee concerning matters pertinent to their 
specialized fields." 


There is an East Coast Director, a West Coast, Director, a Mid=Yestern 
Director, a Southern Director, and, it is hoped, a Southwestern Directore 
According to Keith, ‘these regional directors, with their own staffs, 

are governed in matters of general policy by the National Committee 

and coordinate their activities with those of the National Committee. 
However, the regional groups are free to take positions on matters 
peculiar to their own regions, independent of the National Committees 

The primary function of the regional. staffs is to serve as a distribu- 
tion system for the National organization, and as information and 
advisory center for the area concerned.'* 


One other morsel of information which we would appreciate your checking’ on; it 
was reported to us that Arthur Koegél of Chicago, who apparently is working with 
Keith under cover, has been making substantial contributions to the Nazi Friekorp 
organization in Gérmany. Koegel is reported +o have sent some checks on one of 
his Chicago banks. It is conceivable that he may be-one of ‘the money+men behind 
the new organization.

We “just learned yesterday that Koegel apparently has been drawing checks. for large 
amounts payable to cash on his Chicago bank, which are forwarded to Germany, which 
apparently are honored by German banks. . 


While I appreciate thet this is a. difficult thing: to track down, nevertheless it is 
important. Yesterday's N.Y. TIMES and TRIBUNE reported an interview with Adenauer 
prior to hia departure to the United States. Adenauer stated in this interview that 
the Neo=Nazi groups in Germany’ were receiving sums from abroade 


It is our informant's opinion, based on correspondence he saw, that Koegel is one 
of the chief suppliers of funds ‘from the United States.

Keith and Vierick are planning. a protest demonstration against Adénatcr. 
Keith is asking Fleckenstein to lend him ‘the use of some of the Voters Alliance 
rough and tumble boys to carry placards before the German Consulate at a benefit 
‘rally where Adenaver is going to speak at Carnegie Hall. Incidentally Adenauer's 
advance party are worrted about this and are asking the State Department to block 
the demonstration if possible. . 

The official announcement of the formation of ‘the “western. culture" committee 
is being deferred until about April 20 when Keith plans to spring it in Germany. 
They are now mailing the story giving the new setup and sending duplicate copies 
to German editors they hope will use it. The duplicates are because they find 
their mail incoming and outgoing is being tempered with at the German end. 

The main objective back of all this activity is to get a few top Nazis into 
the leadership of this intsrmational neo-nazi movements They figure that if they 
can set up international committees that Lodk as though. they might accomplish 
something they will be able to reise funds from fascist sympathizers. They ‘have 
already raised enough money to get General Remer and three or four other second 

; level nazis out of Germeny to Spain. They figure thet it costs them about five 
thousand dollars per head because in addition to cost of getting false papers, 
bribing guards and paying travel fares, . they: mast provide enough additional money 
to provide for the families and carry the nazi's living expenses. 

The main need in the international neo-nazi setup is to get @ couple of 
top level nazis. to act as symbols for the movemente They have discussed bringing 
Martin Bohrmann out from under wraps. They know now that the US Government has 
intercepted correspondence establishing that Bohrmann is alive and where he was 
at the time of writings --présumably Mexico, although Keith did not say so. But 


Bohrmann while he was a powerful figure was not popular even in Hitler's lifetime

these are several ‘powerful veterans groups. We have our sympathizers even in

of people particularly in Jacob Kaiser and the lebor ministries. Also the groups 


‘have a lot of arms cached. Furthermore we have positive assurance both from the.

On 3-11-52 Mr. NISSEN GROSS, Chief of Investigations, 


Anti-Defamation League, 327 South LaSalle Street, 
Chicago, Iilinois, was interviewed at his request. 


Mr. GROSS stated that his organization was becoming 
increasingly concerned because of the dangers of Com- 
munism and because of the dangers that the Anti- 
Defamation League might become infiltrated with 
Communists. He said that at the present time he is 
personally convinced that there is no dangerous in- 
filtration into the Anti-Defamation League but he 
recognizes that in,view of the fact that the Anti- 
Defamation League represents a minority group and 
often has interests which closely parallel claimed 
interests of. the’ Communists, it was possible that his 
organization could be attractive to Communist Party 
members. In this respect Mr. GROSS pointed out that 
while there were good things in the: Broyles Bills 
before the Legislature of Illinois, his organization 
considered that essentially there was more inherent 
danger than good in the Bills and, therefore, were 
against the Broyles Bills. He stated that he recoge 
nized that the Communist Party also fought the Broyles 
Bills but for somewhat different reasons. 


Mr. GROSS also stated that civil rights was also some- 
thing of importance to persons in his group: and that 

this was also something which the Communists gave con- 
stent lip service to. 


Similarly, according to GROSS, he stated his organiza- 
tion has always been in favor of something in the 
nature of a fair employment practices act and here 
again he recognized that the Communists spoke for such 
things. 


Mr. GROSS stated that his organization had been alert

In stating this, Mr. GROSS stated that he was fully 
awere of the rules of the Bureau with respect to main- 
teining information on a confidential basis and recog- 
nized the necessity for such rules, but hoped that there 
was some way within these rules to cooperate in this 
matter with the. Anti-Defemetion League. 


Mr. GROSS was , advised that the best way he could be 
helpful in any ectivity which might be detrimental to 
the welfare of the United States was to regularly and 
currently supply this office with information coming to | 
his attention. He was advised that on the basis of such 
informetion, investigative activity could be engaged in 
by this office where this was deemed desirable and 
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necessary, and that in this manner the FBI would be in 
a better position to properly handle the responsibilities 
which have been placed upon it. He was advised that it 
would not be possible to furnish him with leads. which 
might make it possible for him to obtain the type of 
evidence he would desire in order to eliminate a given 
individual from activity in B'nai Btrith.

Mr. GROSS stated that his organization had been some- 
what hesitant to furnish information of this type to 
the FBI unless it had some verifiable basis on which 
this could be submitted. He was advised in this regard. 
that in submitting any information it was entirely 
agreeable for him to qualify the information from the 
standpoint of being verifiable or not verifiable, or 
reliable or not reliable, in any manner which he deemed 
desirable. 


Matters involving possible civil rights violetions were 
again discussed with Mr. GROSS at this time and he waa 
requested to bring to the attention of this office any 
matters indicating a possible violation of sivil rights 
irrespective of who might be involved. Mr. GROSS 
stated that he would endeavor to cooperate with this 
office in this manner.

MR. BOOTH stated that to his knowledge three or's four such 
letters had been received by their dealers and that one such letter ‘had\ been 
received by the Bell and Howell Company, branch office located at 1801 West 
Lerchmont Avenue. MR. BOOTH.made available to the writer the last mentioned 
letter as well as e letter addressed to the Amateur Cinema League, Inc., 420 
Lexington Avenue, New York City, which firm is a dealer in Bell and Howell 
products, The original copies of these letters are being placed in the exhibit 
envelope of the case file, It is to be noted that the latter mentioned letter 
consists of a photostatic card stating as follows:
